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A True Account of the moſt Coufederable Occurrences 
that have hapned in the Warre between the Engliſh 
and the Indians in New-England, &&c. 


' Lthough the deſign of+ the Publication of this enſuing Narrative be to 
givean Account of the Principal Occurrences that have happened in the 
War betwixt the Enzliſh and the Indians in New-England, fromthe. 
fifth of AZay tothe fourthof Auguſt laſt, yet conſidering that the Reader 
may perhaps urge the entrance upon it a little abrupr, unleſs ſome pre- 
ceding Actions be premiſed ; as alſo being aſſured that what hath been 
made Publick from the beginning, relating to that Afﬀair, hath not been repreſented ſo 
exactly as it might have been ; I ſhall therefore upon areview of ſome Papers lying by 
me Collect and Communicate. in a few lines ſo much of that Afﬀair as may give a fair 
Introduction to what in the proceſſe of this Paper may be depended upon as true, with- 
out partiality to either ſide. oy | | 
After the Naroganſers had involv'd themſelves in the War of Sachem Philip, and our 
Engliſh had engaged them at their chief Port the nineteenth of December, 1675, with 
conſiderable loſs tous, but much more to the enemy, they withdrew and ſecur'd them- 
ſelves in the Faſtnefſes of the woods, having out ſome Parties at times doing, miſchief, 
and ours Retaliating with themin like kind ; our Forces alſo retreated home, and it was 
Near a moneth before they were recruited for any further Expedition againſt them ; it 
was hard ſervice, they had endured, in the depth of winter , though 1t pleaſgd God 
to moderate the extremity of the ſeaſon in the month of Fanuary : about the latter end of 
which month the Souldiers- march'd into the woods in purſuit of them, having got 
inteliigence of the place of their. Rendezvous, but the enemy having alſo their 
Scouts abroad, and thereby, coming to the knowledge of our March, they fled more 
to the North-weſt: ours purſued them, but the moſt eſcaped, (except about 70 of them, 
men, women and children, ) which the Aſobogin Indians of Vnrw his Subjects our 
friends and Allyes flew. Our men miſs'd very narrowly of ſurprizing their main-body in 
their purſuit, but Gods time was not come for ſo great amercy, and they ſaved them- 
ſelves from that encounter : whereupon our Forces retired home to their ſeveral Quar- 
ters, being neceſſitated thereunto by the hardſhips of the ſeaſon, and the impoſſibility at 
' that time of the year to carry proviſion for any long continuance abroad. About a fort- 
night after we having gain'd intelligence of the quarter the enemy then abode in, we 
ſent out about 300 Horſe and Foot under the conduct of Major Savage, to attacque 
them ; but before that could be effected, the enemy viſited us, and aſſaulted Lancaſter, 
a ſmall Town,in which the Inhabitants having retired into ſome fortified houſes, and de- 
ſerted the reſt, the 1udians burnt thoſe, and aſſaulted the Garriſon'd Houſes, but were 
not able to carry any of them but one, wherein were 42 perſons, .12 men, the reſt 
women and children, of whom they flew ſeveral, and carryed the reſt priſoners : 
the Houſe was the Miniſters, one Mr. Rowlandſon, whoſe wife and childrenthey carry- 
ed Captive, (whichare fince return'd to us.) About fourteen dayes after this, the ene- 
my affaulted Medfield, and burnt about half the Town, and ſlew ſome ; and though 
there was a Company of Souldiers Horſe and Foot there, yet they were ſo quick and 
ſudden in their miſcheif, that ours could hardly get into a poſture to meet them, before 
they were retreated. | | 
In the beginning of A1arch.our Forces under Major Savage went toward the enemies 
Head quarters but their Scouts had in his coming by their vigilance,ſo that _

On the 13 of arch, before our Forces could retyrn towards our Parts, the-[n- 


4:4 ns ſent a {trong party, and aſſaulted the Town of Grow:on, about forty miles North- 
we it from Boſton, and burn'd all the deſerted Houſes; the Garriſon'd Houſes, which 
were about ten, all eſcaped but one, which they carryed, but not the Engliſh init, 
tor there was but one ſlain, and two wounded. * Quickly after they afſaulted Aſarlbo- 
rough, and burnt the Houſes the Inhabitants had deſerted, but the Garriſons defended 
the re:t : In that Town the Houſes were built very ſcatteringly, and the Enemies di- 
vided themſelves into ſmall parties, which executed their deſign of Firing at once ; and 
though there was a Company of the Countrey 44:.:1i4 there, they could not pre- 
vent It, . | 

Alzicb the 18th, we had Letters from Hadley, of a great party of the Eneiny that 
aſſaulted N:rrbampron; in the preſervation of which, there was an cſpecial Providence 
of God : For beſides that Major Trear and Capt. T warner were quartered there, it was 
ſo, that our forces under the Command of Major Savage, beirig in want of Vicuals, 
marched up to Hadley and the Towns adjacent upon the River, which was ordered by 
the wiſfom'of Divine Providence, without their foreſight, to | po that Town, al- 
though che Enemy lefr-behind them ſome Remembrance of their attempt, having killed 
two town{ men, and one Souldier, and wounded fix, and alſo left dead upon the place 
Ele en of themſelves. 

arch the 26th. we had News of the Defeat of Capt. Pearſe, with about forty 
Englijh, and eleveh of our Indian Friends, near Secanck alias Rehoboth ; who were 
ſurrounded with a great party of the /ndians, and over-powered , yet God was plea- 
ſcd to reſcue boktel of them, who made a ſafe eſcape. . 
The 29th. of March the Enemy burnt the deſerted houſes in Secxnck or Rehoboth, 
but the Garriſon'd houſes were not carryed by them. 

The ;oth of March part of the town of Providence was alſo burnt. | 

The 6th of April, an /ndian Meſſenger, ſent to his Countrey-men about the Redem- 


* ption of Captives, returned with a very inſolent Letter, that as yet they had no need 


to accept of Ranſom for our Captives. 
The 12th of April, God was pleaſed to give us a Succeſs by our Countrey-men'to 


the Southwards, againſt the Enemy there : Beſides the lain and taken, there fell into 


our hands one Qu:nancer, alias Aſtantonimn, the great and proud Sachem of the Nar- 
roganſers, a Ring-leader in this War with them, and one who had been notoriouſly 
treacherous, both in Signing renewed Articles of Peace with vs fince the beginning of- 
the War, and Brea'zing the ſame again : He was carryed by our Forces to New- Lon- 
don, and there Beheaded ; which Execution hath had a mighty Influence into the Diſ- 
order and Confuſion the Enemy hath fince fallen into. 

Yet had we ſince a ſad Providence that bef. Illus, God ſeeing it good further to Exer- 
ciſe us, to our Humbling, that he may {as we hope) co us good inthe latter End : For 
upon the 21th-of April, the Enemy with a very great Body (ſome think they were 


' not leſs than 1500.) aſſaulted Sudbury, and burnt ſeveral of the deſerted Houſes, but 
prevail'd againit none that were Garriſon'd : To relieve which, Capt. Wadſworth, with 


about fifty men, iſſued out from Afarleborough, .10 miles diſtant, and with him Capr. 


* Bracklebanke went with the ſame Party, intending to march to Boſton, to ſpeak with 


the Council; the Enemy being Numerous, 'and the Enghſh too Adventurous, were 
ſo far engaged, that moſt of them were cut off: The two Captains dyed in the Ser- 
vice; men for Piety Prudence. and Courage eminent , and much lamented ; about 


I5 of the Souldicrs eſcaped to a Garriſon'd houſe' within a mile from the place of this 
Tragedy. Yet this we haveto ſay, (asthe following Succeſſes evidence that we have 


great Grounds to hope.) that this laſt Attempt of theirs was but the Rage of an Ex- 
piring Enemy ; for the cutting off the above-mentioned Qzinarcer, to whom the young 
fichtins men did adhere, did put the. /n4jans to ſuch a ſtagger, . that they have not 
been able to recover themſelves ſince, ſo as to Effet any thing againſt us that is much 
conſiderable.
